You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Lower  Town  Hall  in  said  Stratham  on 
Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next  at  10  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.   To  cheese  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

ARTICLE  2 .   Relates  to  a  continuation  or  modification  of  Article  2  submitted  to  the 
voters  at  the  1980  March  Town  Meeting  which  was  enacted  and  which  is  to  be  presented 
in  the  following  manner  at  the  1981  March  Town  Meeting: 

Relates  to  a  proposal  for  continuing  control  of  growth  in  the  Town  of  Stratham 
as  recommended  in  the  Master  Plan.   Proposal:   To  add  the  following  to  the  Zoning 
and  Land  Use  Ordinance  at  the  end  thereof  and  also  have  it  added  by  reference  insofar 
as  it  may  be  applicable  in  order  to  fully  vest  the  authority  of  the  language  of  the 
proposal  at  the  end  of  the  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  if  also  approved  by 
the  Planning  Board  at  a  Public  Meeting, 

In  order  to  reasonably  control  the  growth  of  residential  construction  within 
the  Town  of  Stratham,  it  is  hereby  -.'cued  at  the  Ic--,~  Meeting  of  March,  1931,  that 
the  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  more  than  forty— five  (45)  building  lots  for  the 
construction  of  conventional  residential  housing;  and,  further,  that  the  Planning 
Board  shall  not  approve  more  than  thirty-six  (36)  family  building  units  for  the  con- 
struction of  multi-family  housing  (as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  herein:   Section 
VTII,  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations;  Cluster  Development  -  Multiple-family 
Residences) ,  between  the  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1981  and  the  Town  Meeting  of  March, 
1982. 

This  regulation  shall  be  effective  upon  vote  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Stratham  only  upon  condition  that  the  following  provisions  are  likewise  adopted  by 
ballot  vote  at  the  March  1981  Ice.  Meeting.   A.   That  the  Selectmen  shall  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  growth  control  legislation  herein  adopted  upon  the  same  terms 
as  the  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance,  Building  Ordinance  and  Land  Subdivision  Control 
Regulations  are  now  enforced. 

B.   That  in  pursuance  of  the  implementation  of  growth  control  in  a  fair  and  equitable 
manner  the  following  restrictions  shall  he  enforced  by  the  "arious  town  agents,  boards, 
commissions  or  employees: 

i)   With  regard  to  conventional  housing  and  to  cluster  housing  single-family  residences, 
the  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  nore  than  six  (6)  new  lots  for  any  subdivision 
or  development  based  upon  ownership  of  the  subject  premises  as  of  Town  Meeting  in 
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March,  1981,  no  natter  how  the  property  is  conveyed,  encumbered  or  divided  between 
Town  Meeting  in  March,  1931,  and  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1982. 

ii)  With  regard  to  cluster  housing  -  multiple  family  residences,  the  Planning  Board 
shall  not  approve  more  than  twelve  (12)  family  building  units  (condominum)  for  any 
subdivision  or  development  based  upon  ownership  of  the  subject  premises  as  of  Town 
Meeting  in  March,  1981,  no  matter  how  the  property  is  conveyed,  encumbered  or  divided 
between  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1981,  and  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1982. 
iii)  These  provisions  relate  to  Real  Estate  which  requires  any  new  road  construction. 
If  there  is  a  subdivision  submitted  requiring  no  new  road  construction  the  maximum 
lot  approvals  permitted  or  authorized  shall  be  three  (3)  upon  same  terms  and  conditions 
of  ownership  as  new  road  construction  Real  Estate.   If  there  is  a  subdivision  sub- 
mitted which  is  serviced  by  a  right  of  way  then  only  one  (1)  lot  may  be  approved. 
A  new  road  is  defined  as  one  that  is  not  presently  maintained  by  the  Town  of  Stratham 
as  of  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1981. 

iv)  Under  no  circumstances  shall  a  developer,  owner  or  any  other  person  be  granted 
more  than  ten  (10)  building  permits  upon  Real  Estate  which  was  a  part  of  a  sub- 
division, development  of  single  ownership,  joint  or  multiparty  ownership  between 
Town  Meeting  of  March,  1981,  and  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1982.   This  provision 
includes  any  existing  lot  or  lots  approved  previously  and  whether  or  not  the  approvals 
were  for  different  phases  or  sections  of  a  subdivision  or  development, 
v)  That  the  Building  Inspector  shall  not  issue  any  building  permit  which  is  contrary 
to  the  limitations  herein  set  forth. 

vi)  That  the  Selectmen  shall  enforce  this  legislation  using  any  and  all  authorized 
legal  process  to  do  so. 

vii)  That  this  legislation  shall  be  of  full  force  and  effect  from  Town  Meeting  1981 
until  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1982. 

viii)  That  in  the  event  that  any  portion  of  this  legislation  relating  to  controlling 
residential  growth  in  the  Town  of  Stratham  is  deemed  to  be  invalid,  illegal  or 
unconstitutional  then  each  and  every  provision  of  this  legislation  shall  be  considered 
to  be  separate  and  distinct  and  those  portions  unaffected  by  any  legal  order  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

ix)  That  the  Planning  Board  includes  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:62  (a)  in  this  legislation 
and  makes  such  findings  of  fact  which  are  necessary  to  continue  the  growth  control 
provisions  authorized  by  this  statute.   The  Sounding  Board  and  the  Planning  Board 
have  found  that  a  continuation  of  some  growth  control  legislation  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Town  of  Stratham,  with  the  final  proposals  to  be  determined  after 
the  public  hearing  scheduled  by  this  notice. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  consider  changes  in  the  size  of  residences  permitted  to  be  constructed 
in  the  Residential-Agricultural  District  (Article  IV,  par.  F.,  page  6,  as  amended). 
Proposal:   to  delete  the  phrase  "three-family".   The  issuance  of  a  building  permit 
for  new  construction  for  three-family  residences  is  prohibited  after  Town  Meeting  of 
March,  1981. 

In  view  of  the  proposed  ordinance  authorizing  construction  of  multi-family 
housing  in  properly  planned  clusters,  the  need  to  allow  the  construction  of  three- 
family  houses  -on  scattered  lots  is  obviated. 


ARTICLE  4.   To  consider  changes  in  the  procedures  for  site  plan  review:   Proposal: 
To  extend  the  Planning  Board's  power  of  site  plan  review  to  include  cluster  housing 
developments  as  well  as  non-residential  development,  by  amending  Note  2,  Page  30 ,  of 
the  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations,  to  read: 

"To  authorize  the  Planning  Board  to  exercise  the  power  of  site  plan  review  over 
non- residential  development  and  all  residential  subdivision  development,  single- 
family  or  multi-family  dwellings,  as  authorized  by  RSA  36:19  (a)." 

ARTICLE  5.   To  consider  providing  for  cluster-type  developments  of  single-family 
homes,  by  encouraging  better  site  planning,  retention  of  open  space,  and  preservation 
of  natural  surface  drainage  systems.   Proposal:   Cluster  Development  -  Single  Family 
Residences,  to  be  added  to  the  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  as  new  Section  VIII: 

Section  VII   Cluster  Development  -  Single  Family  Residences 

5.1  Purpose 

As  an  alternative  to  the  development  of  land  for  residential  uses  following  strict 
adherence  to  basic  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  an  applicant  may  voluntarily  elect 
to  undertake  a  Cluster  development. 

5.2  Objectives 

-  Increased  flexibility  in  subdivision  design 

-  Preservation  of  the  natural  and  scenic  qualities  of  the  land  being  developed  and 
subdivided. 

-  Conservation  of  substantial  amounts  of  open  space  for  the  benefit  of  all  townspeople. 

-  Efficiency,  in  providing  opportunity  for  layout  designs  which  may  shorten  streets 
and  utility  lines,  reduce  grading  requirements,  and  also  reduce  problems  of  main- 
tenance, drainage  and  erosion  control. 

-  Provision  for  central  or  common  water  supply  systems  and/or  sewerage  disposal 
systems  if  appropriate  to  the  particular  development  (with  the  recognition,  however, 
that  Stratham  has  no  such  town  services  as  of  this  date  and  has  no  plan  to  provide  such 
in  the  immediate  future) . 

5.3  Definition  of  terms 

Cluster  development  or  cluster  subdivison:   a  purely  residential  subdivision  of  a 
tract  of  land,  where  a  number  of  housing  units  may  be  "clustered"  on  lots  with 
dimensions,  frontages  and  setbacks  reduced  from  conventional  sizes.   The  density  of 
the  tract  as  a  whole  is  generally  comparable  to  that  density  achieved  by  conventional 
rules.   The  remaining  area  in  the  tract,  not  built  upon,  is  reserved  for  common  area. 
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Common  area:   any  parcel  of  land  and/or  area  of  water  set  aside  as  a  result  of  a 
cluster  plan.   The  common  area  is  designed  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the 
residents  of  a  cluster  development.   These  areas  may  contain  accessory  structures 
and  improvements  necessary  and  appropriate  for  educational,  recreational,  cultural, 
social  or  other  non-commercial  uses,  plus  any  utility  services  utilized  by  the  owners 
of  the  common  area,  or  may  be  Open  Space  as  defined  in  this  ordinance.   Common  area 
may  not  consist  principally  of  waste  or  low  land  difficult  for  development;  such 
land  may  be  included  in  the  common  area,  but  only  in  reasonable  proportion  to  the 
total  tract  being  subdivided. 

Conventional  lot  size  and  frontage,  etc. :  refers  to  the  current  one  acre  and  150 
feet  of  frontage  on  an  approved  street,  and  similar  conventional  requirements  as 
listed  in  Article  IV  of  the  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance,  paragraphs  A  through  J 
inclusive,  following  regular  lot-by-lot  subdivision  procedures. 

Conservation  land:  land  given  to  a  public  body  dedicated  to  conservation  of  forests , 
park  land,  etc.,  or  to  a  private  conservation  trust,  with  the  intent  of  preserving 
it  in  its  original  ecological  condition,  safeguarding  water  supplies,  or  diminshing 
flood  danger. 

Mandatory  Home  Association:  A  private  non-profit  corporation,  association  or  other 
non-profit  legal  entity  established  by  the  developer  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment 
of  the  residents  fo  the  Cluster  Development,   Membership  in  said  association  shall 
be  mandatory  for  property  owners  and  made  a  required  covenant  in  any  deed  issued  or 
passed.   It  shall  provide  voting  and  use  rights  in  the  Common  area  when  applicable  and 
may  charge  dues  to  cover  expenses,  which  may  include  tax  liabilities  of  common  area, 
recreational  or  utility  facilities.   Articles  of  Association  or  Incorporation  must  be 
acceptable  to  the  Planning  Board  and  Town  Counsel  if  requested  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Open  Space;   land  unbuilt  upon,  which  must  be  permanently  kept  in  that  condition,  and 
cannot  be  subjected  to  current  use  taxation  or  discretionary  easements. 

Open  Space  easement:  land  whose  development  rights  have  been  legally  restricted, 
either  by  deed  or  by  public  purchase  of  those  rights.   The  easement  may  be  so  worded 
as  to  permit  or  restrict  public  access,  to  allow  or  disallow  recreational  development, 
and  so  on.   Easements  are  tied  to  the  title  of  the  land,  regardless  of  its  subsequent 
ownership. 

Public  open  land:   Land  purchased  by  or  given  to  the  Town  of  Stratham  for  parks, 
playgrounds,  or  an  undeveloped  open  space,  generally  with  the  intention  of  making 
it  accessible  for  public  use. 

5.4  Permitted  Uses 

-  Single  household  residences 

-1  Accessory  home-based  occupations  (limited  as  defined  in  Article  IV,  paragraph  J) 

-  Accessory  buildings  such  as  tennis  courts,  hockey  rinks,  horse  stables,  playground 
areas  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  cluster  development  (see  below) 

-  Outdoor  recreation,  such  as  a  riding  stable,  golf  course,  swimming  beach ,(  skating 
rink  and  other  forms  of  predominantly  outdoor  recreation  (except  shooting  ranges) , 
provided: 
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a)  spector  events  are  incidental  and  not  operated  as  a  business 

b)  accessory  service  buildings  are  limited  to  those  necessary  to  the  pursuit, 
on  the  premises  of  the  sport 

c)  no  area  developed  for  active  recreation  is  within  100  feet  of  any  residential 
lot  line.   This  buffer  is  a  minimum.   The  actual  sitting  of  all  outdoor  recreational 
facilities  is  subject  to  the  site  review  procedures  of  the  Planning  Board. 

-  The  keeping  of  riding  horses  or  other  large  animals  (i.e.,  cattle,  goats,  sheep,  etc.) 
for  non-commercial  purposes,  provided: 

a)  the  keeping  of  such  animals  is  ordinarily  permitted  in  this  zoning  district 

b)  the  area  allotted  for  this  use  shall  be  appropriate  for  the  size  and  number 
of  said  animals 

c)  no  separate  shelter  for  such  animals  or  outdoor  storage  of  odor  producing 
substances  -hall  be  less  than  75  feet  from  any  lot  line 

d)  such  proposed  use  shall  not  result  in  noise,  odors,  unsightly  or  dangerous 
activities  which  are  injurious  or  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood 

e)  riding  horses  are  maintained  only  for  use  of  the  owner's  household  and  his 
personal  non-paying  guests 

5.5  Requirements 

-  Cluster  developments  will  be  allowed  only  on  parcels  of  land  with  a  minimum  area 
of  400,000  square  feet,  and  only  in  zones  where  residential  uses  are  permitted. 

The  subdivision  application  must  be  approved  by  the  Planning  Board.   It  shall 
proceed  in  compliance  with  this  and  other  related  articles  of  the  Stratham  Zoning 
and  Land  Use  Ordinance  and  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations. 

The  density  requirement  (number  of  dwelling  units  per  unit  of  land)  shall  be 
the  same  overall  as  for  any  other  subdivision  within  the  given  zoning  district: 
deductions  must  be  made  for  sub-standard  areas  of  land,  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing formula: 

Number  of  allowed  _  Developable  land  area 
residential  units     Effective  minimum  lot  area 

Definitions  to  guide  application  of  the  formula: 

developable  land  area  for  residential  development  shall  be  that  comprised 
of  the  area  of  the  entire  tract  to  be  subdivided,  less  those  portions  classified 
either  Very  Poorly  Drained  or  Poorly  Drained  in  the  most  recent  Rockingham  County 
Soil  Survey,  or  as  further  delineated  by  the  town  engineer  and  Planning  Board  after 
on-site  inspection. 

-  The  tract  of  land  shall  be  in  a  single  ownership  or  be  consolidated  into  a  single 
parcel  by  a  number  of  different  owners  by  means  of  a  binding  aggreement  which  will 
assure  uniform  treatment  and  implementation  of  the  cluster  plan  for  the  entire  tract. 
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-  To  insure  the  protection  of  pre-existing  residences,  the  Planning  Board  has  the 
option  of  requiring  that  proposed  cluster  lots  abutting  lots  with  existing  single 
family  residences,  will  conform  to  the  area  requirements  of  the  adjacent  zone  and 
lots. 

-  Utilities  should  be  placed  underground  where  possible.  This  requirement  may  be 
waived  if  unfeasible  and  justification  acceptable  to  the  Planning  Board  is  present. 

-  In  recognition  that  Stratham  has  no  central  water  supply  or  sewerage  disposal 
systems,  the  Blanning  Board  will  accept  proposals  from  a  developer  for  common  or 
multi-family  systems  of  water  supply  and  for  sewerage  disposal.   Approval  of  such 
proposals  will  be  contingent  upon  compliance  by  the  developer  with: 

1.  any  and  all  applicable  state  regulations,  in  writing 

2.  approval  by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  particular  systems  proposed.   The 
developer  must  support  his  proposal  with  engineering  drawings  showing  locations  of 
water  sources,  sewerage  systems  and  all  appurtenances  thereof,  distances,  estimates 
of  required  flows  and  proper  disposition  thereof,  all  to  be  supported  by  soil  studies, 
manufacturer's  specifications  and  guarantees,  as  necessary 

3.  approval  by  the  Town  engineer  or  such  outside  professional  engineers  as  the 
Planning  Board  may  choose  to  consult,  of  all  such  shared  utility  systems,  with  re- 
ference to  design,  capacities,  and  long-range  operating  reliability 

-  Minimum  area  and  yard  requirements  for  cluster  housing: 

max      max       min.    min  width   min  depth   min  setback 
lot  area      stories  height   frontage   side  yard   rear  yard   front  yard 
30,000  sq.ft.     21/2     35'        50'        15'  50'  25' 

Note:   The  minimum  frontage  on  an  approved  street  or  cul-de-sac  shall  be  50'  except 
that  minimum  frontage  may  be  further  reduced  for  wedge  or  irregularly  shaped  lots 
if  the  front  setback  is  measured  from  a  line,  parallel  to  the  street,  which  line 
meets  the  50'  frontage  requirement  when  traversing  from  one  side  to  the  other. 

-  Each  single  family  residence  will  contain  at  least  900  square  feet  of  living  area. 

-  The  site  and  orientation  of  each  proposed  structure  services  and  utilities  shall  be 
accurately  delineated  on  the  plat  before  receiving  Planning  Board  approval. 

-  Natural  surface  drainage  channels  shall  either  be  incorporated  into  the  overall 
design,  or  shall  be  preserved  as  part  of  the  required  Common  area.   The  developed 
area  with  its  road  network  shall  be  served  as  necessary  by  storm  sewers  and/or 
gutters  and  curbing.   Sloping  surfaces  which  have  been  altered  from  their  natural 
condition  shall  be  graded  and  treated  to  prevent  erosion. 
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5 . 6  Treatment  of  Common  Area 

-  The  balance  of  the  land  not  contained  in  the  building  lots  shall  be  of  such  condition, 
shape  and  size  as  to  be  readily  available  for  conservation,  park,  or  recreation  usage. 
The  use  of  the  land  set  aside  as  open  space  shall  be  approved  by  the  Planning  Board 

and  said  use  shall  be  stated  upon  the  final 

-  The  common  area  within  a  cluster  development  shall  be  owned  by  and  bound  by  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

a)  Mandatory  Homes  Association,  which  may  use  it  for  common  recreational 
facilities  or  may  designate  it  as  Open  Space,  or  may  grant  a  public  body  an  Open 
Space  Easement. 

b)  A  public  body  which  shall  use  it  as  Conservation  Land  or  Public  Open  Land . 

c)  Such  designation  must  be  made  prior  to  approval  of  the  subdivision  application 
by  the  Planning  Board:   such  lands  shall  be  held  in  such  type  of  legal  entity  as  the 
Planning  Board  deems  appropriate. 

5.7  Legal  Safeguards 

-  The  developer  will  submit  a  suitable  legal  instrument  which  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Planning  Board  and/or  Town  Counsel  will  assure  that  such  common  land  will  continue 
to  be  used  for  conservation,  park  or  recreation,  and  shall  not  be  disposed  of  by  sale 
or  otherwise  except  to  any  organization  established  for  the  purpose  of  owning  and 
maintaining  such  open  space. 

-  Such  developer  shall  also  provide  for  adequate  maintenance  of  such  area  set  aside 
for  conservation,  park  or  recreation.   Such  developer  shall  provide  for  the  insertion 
in  all  deeds,  in  a  form  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and/or  Town  Counsel  any  and 
all  safeguards  and  conditions  suitable  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  these  regulations. 

-  Such  legal  instrument  shall  also  provide  that  the  Town  of  Stratham,  its  agents, 
servants,  and  employees,  may,  without  liability,  enter  upon  such  land  held  for 
conservation,  park  or  recreation  and  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  anything, 
object,  or  condition  which  may  be  deemed  to  be  a  nuisance  or  in  the  nature  of  a 
nuisance. 

-  No  change  can  be  made  in  the  use  or  designation  of  the  Common  land  without  first 
having  obtained  approval  from  the  Planning  Board  and/or  Town  Counsel. 

To  consider  providing  for  cluster-type  developments  of  multiple-family 
housing,  by  encouraging  careful  site  planning,  retention  of  open  space,  economic 
construction  of  housing  units  and  the  associated  utilities,  without  unduly  increasing 
the  density  of  land  usage  or  placing  unanticipated  burdens  on  the  school  system  of  the 
Town.   Proposal:   Cluster  Development  -  Multiple-family  Residences,  to  be  added  to  the 
Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  as  new  Section  VIII: 
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Section  VIII  Cluster  Development  -  Multiple-Family  Residences 

5.8  Purpose 

To  allow  the  construction  of  multiple-family  residences  while  retaining  a  proper 
balance  of  family  privacy  and  economy  of  construction  and  maintenance,  all  the  while 
preserving  open  space  and  the  rural  character  of  the  town. 

5 . 9  Ob j  ectives 

-  Increased  flexibility  in  subdivision  design 

-  Preservation  of  the  natural  and  scenic  qualities  of  the  land  being  developed  and 
subdived 

-  Conservation  of  substantial  amounts  of  open  space  for  the  benefit  of  all  townspeople 

-  Efficiency,  in  providing  opportunity  for  layout  designs  which  may  shorten  streets 

and  utility  lines,  reduce  grading  requirements,  and  also  reduce  problems  of  maintenance, 
drainage  and  erosion  control 

-  Provision  for  central  or  common  water  supply  systems  and  sewerage  disposal 
systems  if  appropriate  to  the  particular  development  (with  the  recognition,  however, 
that  Stratham  has  no  such  town  services  as  of  this  date  and  has  no  plan  to  provide 
such  in  the  immediate  future) 

-  Efficiencies  achieved  through  larger-scale  construction  of  housing  units  sharing 
common  walls,  utilities,  and  many  shared  facilities,  providing  more  economic  housing 
for  family  units  of  a  wide  range  of  ages  and  needs 

-  Recognition  of  the  importance  of  good  architectural  design  both  for  the  building 
units  themselves,  and  for  the  associated  site  planning 

5.10  Definition  of  Terms 

Cluster  development  or  cluster  subdivision;  a  purely  residential  subdivision  or  a  tract 
of  land,  where  a  number  of  housing  units  may  be  "clustered"  on  lots  with  dimensions, 
frontages  and  setbacks  reduced  from  conventional  sizes.   The  density  of  the  tract  as 
a  whole  is  generally  comparable  to  that  density  achieved  by  conventional  rules.   The 
remaining  area  in  the  tract,  not  built  upon,  is  reserved  for  common  area. 

Common  area;  any  parcel  of  land  and/or  area  of  water  set  aside  as  a  result  of  a 
cluster  plan.   The  common  area  is  designed  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the 
residents  of  a  cluster  development.   These  areas  may  contain  accessory  structures 
and  improvements  necessary  and  appropriate  for  educational,  recreational,  cultural, 
social  or  other  non-commercial  uses,  plus  any  utility  services  utilized  by  the  owners 
of  the  common  area,  or  may  be  Open  Space  as  defined  in  this  ordinance.   Common  area 
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nay  not  consist  principally  of  waste  or  low  land  difficult  for  development;  such 

land  ray  be  included  in  the  common  area,  but  only  in  reasonable  proportion  to  the  total 

tract  being  subdivided. 

Conventional  lot  size  and  frontage,  etc. :  refers  to  the  current  one  acre  and  150  feet 

of  frontage  on  an  approved  street,  and  similar  conventional  requirements  as  listed 

in  Article  IV  of  the  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance,  paragraphs  A  through  J  inclusive, 
following  regular  lot-by- lot  subdivision  procedures. 

Conservation  land:  land  given  to  a  public  body  dedicated  to  conservation  of  forests, 
park  land,  etc.,  or  to  a  private  conservation  trust,  with  the  intent  of  preserving  it 
in  its  original  ecological  condition,  safeguarding  water  supplies,  or  diminshing 
flood  danger. 

Mandatory  Home  Association;  A  private  non-profit  corporation,  association  or  other 
non-profit  legal  entity  established  by  the  developer  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment 
of  the  residents  of  the  Cluster  Development.   Membership  in  said  association  shall  be 
mandatory  for  property  owners  and  made  a  required  convenant  in  any  deed  issued  or 
passed.   It  shall  provide  voting  and  use  rights  in  the  Common  area  when  applicable 
and  may  charge  dues  to  cover  expenses,  which  may  include  tax  liabilities  of  common 
area,  recreational  or  utility  facilities.   Articles  of  Association  or  Incorporation 
must  be  acceptable  to  the  Planning  Eoard  and  by  Town  Counsel  and  any  other  municipal, 
county,  or  state  agency,  body,  commission  or  department  required  by  law  to  approve 
of  the  same. 

Open  space:  land  -unbuilt  upon,  which  must  be  permanently  kept  in  that  condition,  and 
cannot  be  subjected  to  current  use  taxation  cr  discretionary  easements, 

Z~a~    Space  easement:  land  whose  development  rights  have  been  legally  restricted, 
either  by  deed  or  by  public  purchase  of  those  rights.   The  easement  may  be  so 
worded  as  to  permit  cr  restrict  public  access,  to  allow  or  disallow  recreational 
development,  and  so  en.   Easements  are  tied  to  the  title  of  the  land,  regardless 
of  its  subsequent  ownership. 

Public  ooen  land:  land  purchased  by  or  given  to  the  Town,  of  Stratham  for  parks, 

playgrounds,  or  an  undeveloped  open  space,  generally  with  the  intention  of  making  it 
accessible  for  public  use. 


Permitted  Uses 


-  Multicle  household  residences,  commcr.lv  referred  to  as  town  houses  or  condominiums, 
to  a  maximum,  of  six  households  per  common  building,  with  no  more  than  25%  of  the 
dwelling  units  in  the  total  tract  to  exceed  two  bedrooms  per  family  -unit,  and  individual 
ownership  as  described  in  5.13  and  5.14 

-  A  "mixture"  of  housing  units  may  be  allowed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Planning  Eoard, 
subject  to  approval  as  to  proportion,  site  planning  and  all  other  elements  as  set 
forth  in  this  ordinance 

-  Multi-family  dwellings  intended  for  rental  as  apartment  units  are  excluded  from 
consideration,  in  this  ordinance 

-  Accessory  home-based  occupations  are  not  permitted 
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-  Accessory  buildings  such  as  described  in  Sections  5.4  and  also  as  restricted  in 
Section  5.4,  will  be  permitted  and  must  be  displayed  on  site  plans  even  if  construction 
is  not  contemplated  until  after  the  beginning  of  occupancy 

5.12  Requirements 

-  Multi- family  cluster  developments  will  be  allowed  only  on  parcels  of  land  with  a 
minimum  area  of  60,000  square  feet  and  only  in  zones  where  residential  uses  are  per- 
mitted. 

-  The  subdivision  application  will  require  a  site  development  plan,  showing  all 
structures,  roadways,  drainage,  pathways,  parking  areas,  garages/carports,  recreation 
areas,  common  land,  open  space  or  conservation  areas,  utility  installations  in 
their  entirelty,  exterior  lighting  plans  and  landscaping. 

-  In  reviewing  the  final  application,  the  Planning  Board  will  require: 

a)  plans  for  traffic  access  ways  (adequate  in  number  but  not  excessive) , 
planned  to  avoid  congestion  at  other  nearby  intersections,  schools,  etc. 

b)  interior  circulation  and  parking  provisions 

c)  arrangement  of  the  buildings,  both  individually  and  also  with  respect  to 
each  other,  displaying  attention  to  light,  air,  access,  privacy,  views  and  so  on, 
all  in  proper  balance 

d)  elevation  plans  and  floor  or  layout  plans  of  all  proposed  buildings 

-  Each  dwelling  unit  shall  have  access  to  the  common  open  land  and  recreation  land, 
but  need  not  front  directly  upon  such  land 

-  Minimum  area  and  yard  requirements  for  multi-family  buildings  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Planning  Board.   In  general,  the  limitations  of  2  1/2  stories  and  35  feet  in 
height  will  apply,  with  setbacks  and  yard  depths  expected  to  be  designed  substantially 
greater  than  the  minimum  requirements  of  single-family  cluster  housing 

-  The  density  of  the  cluster  development  will  not  exceed  four  bedrooms  per  acre 
of  developable  land. 

5.13  Treatment  of  Common  Area 

-  The  balance  of  the  land  not  contained  in  the  building  lots  shall  be  of  such  condition, 
shape'  and  size  as  to  be  readily  available  for  conservation,  park,  or  recreation  usage.

-  The  town  house  or  condominium  agreements,  deed  restrictions,  organizational  pro- 
visions for  a  Homeowner's  Association,  or  any  legal  entities  providing  for  ownership 
of  individual  dwelling  units  and  a  sharing  of  certain  utilities,  common  areas,  and 
auxiliary  facilities  and  structures,  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  by  Town  Counsel  and  any  other  municipal,  county,  or  state  agency,  body, 
commission  or  department  required  by  law  to  assure  the  same. 

-  The  developer  will  submit  a  suitable  legal  instrument  which,  to  the  satisfaction 

of  the  Planning  Board  and/or  Town  Counsel  will  assure  that  such  common  land  will  con- 
tinue to  be  used  for  conservation,  park,  or  recreation,  and  shall  not  be  disposed  of 
by  sale  or  otherwise  except  to  any  organization  established  for  the  purpose  of  owning 
and  maintaining  such  open  space.

-  Such  legal  instrument  shall  also  provide  that  the  Town  of  Stratham,  its  agents, 
servants,  and  employees,  may  without  liability,  enter  upon  such  land  held  for  con- 
servation, park  or  recreation  and  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  anything,  object, 
or  condition  which  may  bedeemed  to  be  a  nuisance  or  in  the  nature  of  a  nuisance. 

-  No  change  can  be  made  in  the  use  or  designation  of  the  Common  land  without  first 
having  obtained  approval  from  the  Planning  Board. 

To  add  a  new  section  IX  to  the  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations.   Proposal: 
The  following  restriction  shall  apply  both  as  to  Cluster  development  -  single  family 
residences  and  to  Cluster  development  -  multiple  family  residences.   There  shall  be 
no  change  in  the  use  of  any  land  previously  approved  by  the  Planning  Board;  that  is, 
prior  to  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1901,  for  single  family  residences  or  previous  sub- 
divisions approved  prior  to  Town  Meeting,  March,  1931,  to  permit  Cluster  development, 
either  single-family  residences. 

The  only  method  by  which  a  waiver  will  be  permitted  or  authorized  herein  is  when 
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every  present  landowner  of  every  lot  in  any  present  subdivision  or  portion  of  a  sub- 
division herein  already  approved,  signs  a  document  in  writing  in  a  form  approved  by 
the  Planning  Board  and  Town  Counsel  which  indicates  that  every  land  owner  in  the 
entire  subdivision  desires  to  enter  into  the  Cluster  development. 

ARTICLE  6.   To  consider  a  change  in  the  Wetlands  Ordinance ,  Article  5,  Section  A. 
Proposal:   to  delete  the  following:   "The  wetland  Conservation  District  as  herein  de- 
fined is  shown  on  a  map  or  maps  designated  as  the  Town  of  Stratham  Wetland  Conservation 
District  Map  and  is  part  of  the  "Zoning  Map"  of  the  Town  of  Stratham,  N.H.  " 

ARTICLE  7.   To  consider  a  change  in  the  description  of  the  Commercial  District. 
Proposal:   to  read  "said  zone  to  have  a  depth  of  eight  hundred  (800)  feet  easterly  and 
westerly  of  the  center  line  of  Portsmouth  Avenue  and  the  easterly  westerly  bound  of 
this  district  to  be  parallel  with  the  center  line  of  Route  101  at  all  points."  This 
change  alters  the  existing  depth  from  four  hundred  (400)  feet  to  eight  hundred  (800) 
feet  -  excluding  the  subdivision  known  as  Meadowbrook  Farms  which  remains  a  commercial 
depth  of  four  hundred  (400)  feet. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  these  articles.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1980 

With  winter  about  half  over  and  we  hope  the  coldest  part  behind  us,  everyone  is 
looking  towards  spring  and  with  it  new  budgets  and  town  meetings. 

When  one  speaks  of  budgets  and  money  everyone  shutters  because  of  the  high  cost 
of  living,  taxes,  heat,  food  and  gasoline  to  name  a  few.   However,  the  process  has  to 
go  on. 

The  public  works  department  has  really  four  separate  budgets  namely  a)  Highway 
Department,  b)  Stratham  Hill  Park,  c)  Town  Cemeteries,  d)  Town  Dump.   The  largest 
of  the  budgets  is  the  Highway  Department  consisting  of  necessary  road  maintenance, 
snow  removal  and  betterment  projects.   I  will  list  some  of  the  betterment  highlights; 

1.  Reclamation,  regraling  and  new  surface  on  approximately  3/4  of  a  mile  on 
Willowbrook  Avenue,  installing  60'  of  new  culvert  under  drain  plus  widening 
both  sides. 

2 .  Extending  the  culvert  on  Frying  Pan  Lane  plus  widening  the  curve  both  for 
vision  and  safety. 

3.  Installed  open  and  closed  drainage  on  River  Road  near  the  Douglas  Scamman 
farm.   This  new  construction  improves  the  drainage  flow  and  reduces  the 
icy  condition  that  existed  every  winter.   The  Scammans  helped  finance  this 
project  by  buying  pipe. 

Last  winter  was  very  mild  and  not  much  snow,  however,  October,  November,  and 
December  were  extremely  cold.   Messy  snow  storms  with  not  much  accumulation  but 
with  the  same  process  of  removal  had  to  be  done  resulting  in  the  cost  being  nearly 
as  much.   Not  as  much  sand  and  salt  were  needed.   Therefore,  about  $5,000.00  of 
Highway  budget  money  was  turned  back  to  the  town  general  fund.   As  for  Stratham  Hill 
Park,  not  much  change  took  place  except  for  the  vista  cutting  on  the  hill.   The  dump 
continued  the  same  as  always  until  after  July  when  general  pick  up  started.   The  dump 
continues  to  be  open  on  Saturday,  hours  9:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  for  wood  products 
and  metal:  no  garbage.   The  cemetery  budget  was  exceeded  not  because  of  mowing  or 
ground  maintenance,  but  as  you  all  have  seen  the  deterioration  and  erosion  of  the  wall 
at  the  entrance  of  the  Greenwood  Cemetery.   The  entrance  has  been  rebuilt  and  the 
complete  wall  has  been  pointed  up.   The  tomb  has  had  a  new  finish.   All  this  was  done 
by  Carter  Masonry. 

Now  about  equipment,  we  have  two  dump  trucks,  one  a  1978  GMC  in  real  good  shape, 
the  other  a  1971  International.   The  later  being  10  years  old,  rust  and  part  replace- 
ment is  running  high.   Spring  inspection  will  require  sheet  metal  work  on  this  vehicle. 
A  replacement  for  this  truck  should  be  considered  in  the  near  future. 

The  1952  military  vehicles  are  going  into  their  seventh  year  in  our  service.   The 
trucks  have  provided  the  department  with  adequate  service  to  fill  in  when  necessary. 
However,  we  can  not  expect  this  surplus  military  equipment  to  last  for  ever. 
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The  Highway  Department  invites  you  to  visit  us,  check  out  our  equipment,  and 
our  needs,  and  get  first  hand  answers  to  any  questions  you  may  have.

Vehicle:   1979  Buick  Lesabre,  January  1981  -  mileage  99,200,  March  1981  -  112,000 
Automobile  Accidents:   1979  -  102  accidents;  no  fatalities:   1980  -  117  accidents; 
no  fatalities. 

Burglaries  were  down  to  27  for  1980,  there  were  52  for  1979,  due  to  more  alert 
residents  who  called  us  immediately  to  report  suspicious  acitivity  in  their 
neighborhoods . 

The  statistics  on  our  1980  budget  point  out  the  efforts  that  were  made  in  saving 
the  taxpayers  dollars  in  the  forms  of  money  grants  and  reimbursements  from 
Federal  and  State  Funding.   Services  rendered  by  the  department  in  1980  are  as 
follows;   store  escorts,  issuing  accident  reports  and  pistol  permits  $4,009.00. 
Proposed  income  from  1981  include  $1600.00  from  N.H.  Highway  Safety  and  $3800.00 
from  store  escorts. 

Officer  Carl  Spaulding  will  be  attending  a  week  long  school  in  April  for  breathalyzer 
examiner  to  assist  the  department  with  the  D.  W.  I,  cases,  and  also  other  towns  that 
may  need  an  examiner  for  testing.   There  will  be  four  other  week  long  schools  that 
all  three  full-time  officers  will  be  going  to  this  year. 

Five  hundred  dollars  was  added  to  the  budget  as  police  training  is  a  very  important 
benefit  to  the  town  and  to  officers  alike. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  add  that  the  officers  of  the  Stratham  Police  Department 
will  continue  to  strive  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community.

1  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Stratham, 
New  Hampshire,  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1979,  and  have  issued  my 
report  thereon  dated  August  22,  1980.   As  a  part  of  my  examination,  1  made 
a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  con- 
trol to  the  extent  I  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  re- 
quired by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.   Under  these  standards, 
the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  of  reliance  on 
the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing, 
and  extent  of  other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing 
an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements. 

My  study  and  evaluation  of   the  system  of  internal  accounting  con- 
trol was  made  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  papagraph  above,  and 
accordingly  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system 
because  it  was  based  upon  selective  tests  of   the  accounting  records 
and  related  data.   As  a  result  of  this  study  and  evaluation,  1  have 
noted  certain  areas  where  improvements  can  be  made  to  strengthen  the 
syntem  of  internal  accounting  control  and  to  eliminate  misleading  in- 
formation.  Such  areas  were  considered  in  determining  the  scope  and  timing 
of  other  audit  procedures,  and  in  no  way  does  this  report  on  findings 
and  recommendations  alter  my  report  on  the  financial  statements,  dated 
August  22,  1980. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  expecially  Mrs. 
Joyce  Rowe,  for  the  cooperation  and  courtesy  shown  my  staff  during  the 
course  of  the  engagement.

It  has  been  noted,  both  in  prior  audits  and  in  the  current  audit, 
that  the  Town  does  not  maintain  complete  and  up-to-date  personnel 
files  on  all  employees. 

Recommendation 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  Town  develop  and  maintain  per- 
sonnel files  on  all  employees.   Such  files  should  include  all  in- 
formation required  by  Federal  and  State  Labor  Laws,  as  well  as 
personal  information  on  the  employee.   Items  that  should  be  on 
file  include: 

1)  Employment  authorization,  such  as  an  approved  application 

2)  Employee  W-4 

3)  Wage  rate  authorization 

4)  Employee  authorization  of  withholdings  for  things  such  as 
Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield. 

5)  Other  pertinent  information,  such  as  letter  of  recommendation 
reprimands,  etc.

It  was  noted  that  as  the  Town  authorized  money  to  be  set  aside  for 
future  purchases  of  equipment,  It  was  not  set  aside  In  a  separate 
savings  account.

In  order  to  facilitate  the  identification  of  such  monies,   and  to 
insure  ;uch  monies  being  used  for  authorized  purposes  it  is 
strongly  recommended  that  capital  reserve  funds  be  segregated  into 
a  separate  savings  account. 

Trust  Fund  Reports  in  Published  Town  Reports 

It  was  noted  that  in  published  Town  reports,  the  report  on  Trust 
Fund  Investments  contains  misleading  Information.   The  report  eon- 
tains  a  correct  statement  of  the  total  number  of  shares  of  each 
investment  owned  by  the  Town  and  a  correct  statement  as  to  the 
market  value  of  the  total  shares  owned.   However,  the  statement 
containing  the  book  value  of  the  shares  shows  the  book  value  of  only 
tne  original  shares  purchased.   It  does  not  contain  the  book  value  of 
the  shares  received  in  lieu  of  cash  in  capital  gain  distributions. 
It  is   considered  extremely  misleading  to  compare  the  market  value 
of  the  total  shares  owned  to  the  book  value  of  only  a  part  of  these 
shares.   This  results  in  the  published  report  on  investments 
showing  an  unrealized  gain  of  $3,200  instead  of  the  true  situation, 
which  Is  an  unrealized  lose  of  $6,800* 
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An  example  of  this  Is  the  Investment  In  the  Broad  Street  Investing 
Fund.   The  original  purchase  was  212  shares  for  $3,502.   The 
Town  has  received  an  additional  258  shares  in  capital  gain  distri- 
butions that  were  reinvested  instead  of  receiving  the  cash.   The 
basis  for  these  additional  shares  is  the  amount  of  cash  the  Town 
could  have  received  had  it  opted  to  do  so  -  $3,292.   Thus  the  total 
basis  in  the  total  number  of  shares  owned  is  $6,794   not  $3,502   as 
included  in  the  Trust  Fund  report.   The  result  is  that  there  is  an 
unrealized  loss  on  Broad  Street  stock  owned  of  $1,100  instead  of  an 
unrealized  gain  of  $2,100  published  in  the  Town  keport. 


Recommendation 


I  strongly  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
assure  that  all  information  published  in  Town  Reports  regarding 
Trust  Fund  investments,  include  the  book  value  of  all  shares  owned, 
not  just  the  book  value  of  part  of  the  shares.

1.   SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the 
necessity  of  determing  compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires 
modification  of  accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial 
enterprises.   Rather  than  establishing  a  single  unified  set  of 
accounts  to  record  and  summarize  all  financial  transactions,  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds,  each 
of  which  is  considered  a  separate  entity  with  self-balancing 
accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  balance, 
revenues  and  expenditures,  including  obligations  and  transfers. 

All  funds  included  in  the  financial  statements  are 
reported  on  the  modified  accrual  basis.   Under  the  modified 
accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recorded  when  received 
in  cash  except  in  cases  where  they  are  both  measurable  and  avail- 
able and  therefore  are  resources  which  may  be  appropriated.   Ex- 
penditures are  recorded  when  certain  goods  or  services  are  received 
and  actual  liabilities  are  incurred. 


Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general 
fixed  assets  and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets, 
required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not 
included  in  the  financial  report.   Expenditures  for  capital  assets 
ure  charged  off  in  the  year  acquired.

2.  CAPITAL  RESERVE  AND  APPROPRIATED  FUND  BALANCE  (cont.)

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STRATHAM  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

On  Sunday,  March  23,  Stratham  received  its  front  line  fire  truck,  E-7„   This 
was  just  one  week  following  our  town  meeting  and  an  unexpected  three  months  early. 
The  days  following  its  arrival  kept  many  volunteers  busy  preparing  themselves 
and  the  new  truck  for  service.   The  funding  for  this  new  truck  was  shared  equally 
by  town  funds  and  fire  department  funds,  received  through  Stratham  Fair. 

Engine  7  was  purchased  to  replace  Engine  3,  a  twenty-two  year  old  truck,. 
Plans  were  made  to  put  the  older  engine  up  for  bid  with  the  provision  to  accept 
or  reject  any  or  all  bids.   The  decision  to  open  the  bidding  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  a  safeguard  so  as  to  ensure  the  town  enough  fire  protection  should 
any  problems  arise  with  the  usage  of  the  new  truck.   The  bids  opened  in  December 
and  the  highest  bid  received  was  for  $1,000.   Because  the  committee  felt  the  engine 
was  of  more  value  to  the  town,  the  highest  bid  was  rejected  and  the  engine  was 
kept  for  additional  fire  protection. 

During  the  year  1930  the  number  of  fire  calls  have  remained  about  the  same 
as  last  year.   Chimney  fires  and  wood  burning  related  calls  however,  have  almost 
doubled.   This  being  reflective  in  the  increased  use  of  wood  burning. 

Our  fire  prevention  program  this  past  year  consisted  of  an  audio/visual 
series  entitled  "Captain  No  Burn" .   This  was  presented  to  elementary  grades  1-6 
and  consisted  of  slides,  written  literature  and  recordings.   Discussions  and 
fire  truck  displays  were  also  included  in  this  program.   Volunteer  members  of  the 
department  who  could  take  time  from  work  made  the  visitations.   Fire  truck  visits 
also  were  made  to  some  of  the  intown  child  day  care  and  kindergarten  facilities. 

The  fire  department  held  a  dedication  this  past  October.   The  new  addition  was 
dedicated  to  John  Cole,  the  department's  first  president:  Ernest  Wiggin,  the 
first  fire  chief:  and  James  Breslin,  the  first  captain.   Although  the  addition 
is  not  completely  finished,  the  members  are  continuing  their  work  in  finishing 
the  building  in  the  most  efficient  manner  so  as  to  conserve  heat.   Funds  for  the 
completion  of  this  addition  will  come  from  monies  received  through  the  Stratham 
Fair. 

This  past  year  the  town  of  Stratham,  along  with  other  neighboring  towns,  was 
informed  by  the  area  town  ambulance  services  that  they  would  no  longer  be  able  to 
provide  us  with  emergency  coverage.   This  was  because  of  obligations  within  their 
own  towns.   We  were  further  informed  by  EMT  Ambulance  Service,  a  private  service 
that  they  no  longer  could  afford  to  have  an  ambulance  and  crew  on  24-hour  standby 
to  give  emergency  coverage  to  us  and  other  area  towns.   Therefore  in  order  for 
Stratham  to  have  any  emergency  ambulance  service,  it  would  have  to  help  subsidize 
EMT  Ambulance.   Through  similar  subsidizing  EMT  also  provides  the  same  coverage  to 
other  surrounding  towns. 
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The  Selectmen  and  the  Fire  Department  agreed  that  EMT  could  provide  ambulance 
service,  but  this  would  primarily  be  a  means  of  emergency  transport.   It  was 
further  felt  that  in  order  to  provide  the  fastest  emergency  life  support,  the  fire 
department  should  look  into  setting  up  an  emergency  rescue  team.   A  rescue  team  was 
established  with  volunteer  members  giving  up  their  own  time  to  take  the  necessary 
emergency  training  courses.   We  are  in  hopes  that  this  service  will  give  victims 
in  need  as  fast  a  response  as  possible.   We  also  hope  that  this  intown  service  may 
make  mutual  aid  ambulance  response  easier  to  obtain. 

This  past  year  the  department  sent  a  number  of  fire  fighters  to  different  state 
fire  schools.   Members  were  sent  to  Brentwood  Training  Center  which  sponsored  two 
training  programs.   Laconia  held  its  annual  training  school  in  June,  and  fire 
fighters  were  sent  to  Meadow  Wood  Training  School,  Keene,  this  past  fall.   Also  three 
senior  officers  spent  a  weekend  in  Lexington  Mass.  at  a  National  Fire  Protection 
Association  seminar.   An  organized  training  drill  also  took  place  in  October  when 
Stratham  hosted  a  simulated  disaster  at  Stratham  Tire.   This  mutual  aid  exercise  was 
initiated  to  help  our  department  prepare  should  such  a  disaster  occur  in  that  area 
of  town. 

In  closing  I'd  like  to  thank  the  Ladies  Auxilliary  for  their  support  throughout 
the  past  year.   The  gifts  presented  at  Christmas  included  pagers  and  gloves  and 
were  very  much  appreciated  by  the  department.   Also  their  willingness  to  serve 
refreshments  at  training  drills  and  during  fire  calls  is  likewise  appreciated. 

A  personal  thank  you  is  also  extended  to  all  the  members  of  the  fire  department 
for  their  volunteer  time  and  their  cooperation,  both  of  which  make  the  department 

affective  and  efficient.

From  reading  the  page  of  statistics,  it  can  be  seen  that  1980  was  our 
busiest  year  to  date.   More  people  are  availing  themselves  of  all  the  services 
provided  by  the  library  which  include  books,  records,  periodicals,  book- 
cassettes,  pamphlets,  cassettes,  film  programs,  story  hours,  prints  and  the 
summer  reading  program.   Our  newest  service  is  the  Read-mobile  which  is  a 
book  delivery  service  to  shut-ins. 

The  pre- school  story  hours  are  so  popular  that  in  October  we  began  two 
sessions  -  one  in  the  morning  and  again  in  the  afternoon  which  makes  a 
smaller,  more  manageable  group  each  time.   These  are  held  on  Mondays  and  are 
open  to  all  pre-schoolers  -  age  three  and  above  -  in  Stratham. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  with  the  Book  Trek  theme  featuring  science 
fiction  books  was  a  great  success.   Over  75  children  took  part  and  were 
invited  to  the  Disney  movie  "Cat  From  Outer  Space"  which  was  shown  at  the 
library  in  August. 

The  Family  Film  Nights  have  gained  in  popularity.  So  many  families 
have  been  attending  that  we  don ' t  have  enough  space  and  may  have  to  move 
the  programs  to  a  larger  hall. 

For  a  special  Christmas  Treat,  the  trustees  and  staff  held  a  wine 
and  cheese  tasting  party  in  December  which  was  well  attended.   We  are 
considering  making  it  an  annual  affair. 

New  shelves  were  installed  in  the  Children's  Room  this  year,  alleviating 
the  space  problem  there  temporarily.   The  shelves  are  crowded  throughout  the 
library  due  to  our  continual  purchase  of  books,  increased  services  and  lack 
of  area  in  which  to  expand. 

We  are  grateful  to  so  many  people  for  the  time  and  effort  they  expend 
for  the  library.   We  thank  those  people  who  worked  on  the  fair  table  and 
all  our  volunteer  helpers.   Our  special  thanks  to  those  kind  people  and 
organizations  who  donate  books  and  magazines  for  the  use  of  everyone.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Stratham  Mosquito  Control  results  for  1980  were  far  more  successful  than 
1979,  partially  due  to  the  fact  we  got  a  much  better  start.   Fritz  Schaller, 
became  our  new  supervisor  after  fulfilling  the  state  requirements  of  tests  and 
permit  applications. 

Larviciding  was  conducted  in  the  early  breeding  season  with  the  use  of  a 
slow  release  chemical  called  methoprene,  also  known  as  Altosid  Briquettes. 
These  were  placed  in  woodland  pools  that  indicated  Larvae  activity.   Larviciding 
continued  throughout  the  breeding  season.   Over  31  applications  were  made  over 
the  summer. 

Landing  rate  counts  and  adult  surveillance  with  light  traps  were  conducted 
to  find  when  the  heaviest  adult  fly-offs  came.   This  information  gave  timing 
for  adulticiding  with  the  micro-gen  ultra  low  volume  sprayer. 

Mr.  Glen  Vonderahe  was  taken  on  as  a  registered  commercial  pesticide  applicator, 
He  was  employed  during  times  when  the  supervisor  was  not  available  to  conduct  the 
spraying.   The  town  was  sprayed  13  tines  with  a  total  of  125.8  gallons  of  malathion. 

Southern  New  Hampshire  Services  (CIDA)  recalled  all  of  the  equipment  that 
Mr.  Schaller  obtained  from  the  Rockingham  Mosquito  Project.   Fortunately  this 
occured  late  in  the  season  and  did  not  affect  the  1980  program.   This  leaves 
us  with  no  microscope  or  light  traps  for  the  1981  season.   Hopefully  we  will  be 
able  to  resolve  this  problem  before  the  larviciding  season. 

Due  to  the  complexity  of  supervising  a  mosquito  program  and  pressure  from 
the  state  pesticide  control  board ,    the  Stratham  Commission  feels  we  should  hire 
a  professional  entomologist  to  supervise  our  program  and  coordinate  a  regional 
program  with  other  towns.   Mosquitoes  don't  recognize  town  boundaries  so  a 
regional  approach  is  the  best  v/ay  to  try  and  control  them.

Your  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are  pleased 
to  report  that  the  incinerator  recovery  plant  is  in  operation  and  producing  steam 
for  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  on  a  regular  24-hour,  7-day  a  week  schedule. 
Since  reporting  to  you  at  the  time  of  your  1980  town  meetings,  your  Directors  are 
able  to  record  substantial  accomplishments  in  the  completion  of  the  plant's 
construction  and  in  placing  it  in  operation. 

We  had  planned,  at  the  time  of  our  last  report  to  you,  to  begin  operation 
of  the  plant  in  July  or  August,  however,  due  to  economic  conditions  and  delay  in 
deliveries  of  critical  items,  we  were  not  able  to  begin  the  production  of  steam 
until  November.   In  the  short  time  between  this  date  and  January  1,  1981  the  plant 
saved  over  50,000  gallons  of  oil  for  the  University. 

We  are  confident  the  plant  will  prove  to  be  an  efficient  method  of  disposing 
of  rubbish  and  with  the  experience  of  time  a  most  economical  system.

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STRATHAM  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Stratham  Conservation  Committee  meets  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at 
7:30  p.m.  in  the  lower  town  hall.   It's  duties  include  supervising  and  protecting 
the  natural  resources  of  the  Town  of  Stratham. 

During  the  past  year  most  of  our  work  has  been  related  to  the  soil  survey. 
We  also  have  investigated  and  approved  construction  on  several  wetland  areas.   In  all 
cases  the  wetland  areas  were  improved  by  the  Construction. 

The  following  article  on  the  Great  Bay  Estuarine  Sanctuary,  I  think  will  be  of 
interest  to  the  people  of  Stratham: 

Estuaries  are  biologically  active  areas  where  much  of  the  nation's  seafood  has 
its  beginning.   Seawater  mixes  with  freshwater  in  these  protected  environments  allow- 
ing plants  to  root  and  clams  to  set.   Many  fish  species  spend  part  of  their  life 
cycles  in  the  estuaries.   Migratory  waterfowl  use  them  as  rest  areas  and  for  refuge 
during  storms . 

A  program,  authorized  by  the  Coastal  Zone  Management  Act  of  1972,  provides 
matching  funds  to  coastal  states  to  acquire,  develop,  or  operate  estuarine  sanctuaries. 
These  areas  are  set  aside  to  serve  as  field  laboratories  where  the  ecological  relation- 
ships whithin  the  estuary  can  be  studied  over  a  period  of  time.   The  program  also 
provides  an  opportunity  for  students  and  the  general  public  to  learn  about  the  natural 
environment  of  the  estuary.   Recreation  activities  are  allowed  as  long  as  they  are 
compatible  with  the  research  and  educational  objectives  of  the  program. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  November  to  explore  the  possibility  of  sanctuary  designation 
for  all  or  part  of  the  Great  Bay  Estuary. 

At  the  meeting,  Dr.  Arthur  Mathieson,  Director  of  the  Jackson  Estuarine  Laboratory, 
described  the  complex  eco-system  in  Great  Bay.   The  entire  area  is  a  delicately 
balanced,  integrated  unit  that  contains  several  unique  features  such  as  the  tidal 
rapids  of  the  Piscataqua  River,  large  areas  of  spartina  grass,  and  rocky  outcroppings . 
The  variable  habitats  shaped  by  these  features  must  be  sampled  and  studied  over  time 
to  fully  comprehend  the  complexity  and  interrelated  nature  of  the  system.   Chris 
Emerich  Penniman  conducted  a  tour  of  Great  Bay  aboard  the  research  vessel  Jere  Chase. 
She  pointed  out  sampling  stations  throughout  the  Bay  and  described  the  characteristics 
that  are  monitored  on  a  regular  basis. 

Milt  Martin,  Estuarine  Project  Officer  with  the  Office  of  Coastal  Zone  Manage- 
ment, indicated  that  Great  Bay  would  be  an  appropriate  setting  for  an  estuarine 
sanctuary  and  encouraged  the  state  to  participate  in  the  program. 

Considerable  interest  in  pursuing  the  sanctuary  designation  was  expressed  by  the 
local,  state  and  university  representatives  who  attended  the  meeting.   However,  any 
further  action  will  be  postponed  until  the  status  of  coastal  resource  legislation  in 
New  Hampshire  has  been  clarified.   Your  Conservation  Commission  has  great  interest  in 
this.

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Supt.  Annual  Report  for  Stratham  School  District 

As  we  approach  another  school  district  meeting  it  is  time  to  reflect  back  on 
the  ongoing  activities  of  the  school  district.   One  sometimes  asks  what  is  done  on 
the  "early  release"  days  currently  occuring  on  Wednesdays  where  students  are  re- 
leased at  noon  in  order  that  teachers  can  work  together  for  a  couple  of  hours  in 
the  afternoon?  There  is  a  need  for  our  staff  to  share  ideas  and  use  the  resources 
of  the  group  to  gain  energy,  and  to  stimulate  personal  and  professional  growth 
which  relates  directly  to  classroom  instruction.   We  have  dealt  with  such  topics  as 
children's  writings,  math  games  and  math  skills,  first  aid,  new  physical  education 
activities  for  children,  special  education  needs,  behavior  problems  and  how  to  deal 
with  them,  reading  activities  and  reviewing  test  results  for  better  instruction  to 
mention  a  few. 

A  Science  Curriculum  Committee  has  been  working  all  this  year.   Richard  Short, 
Teacher  Consultant,  headed  this  committee,  made  up  of  teachers,  board  members  and 
members  of  the  community.   Stratham  was  well  represented  and  I  am  appreciative  of 
the  time  and  efforts  of  this  group.   It  is  expected  the  new  program  will  be  imple- 
mented in  September  1981. 

The  Stratham  School  District  has  long  been  committed  to  meeting  the  individual 
needs  of  students.   We  have  done  much  to  improve  our  offerings  to  special  education 
youngsters  both  in  self  contained  classrooms  and  mains treaming.   Our  Title  I  feder- 
ally funded  program  has  provided  supplementary  help  to  ID  students  in  reading.   This 
program  of  working  with  these  students  have  resulted  in  impressive  progress  rates 
and  our  programs  have  received  state  wide  attention  as  being  exemplary. 

A  complete  evaluation  of  our  elementary  schools  will  be  done  by  the  time  you 
read  this  report.   last  year  a  New  England  committee  reviewed  our  Senior  High  and 
Junior  High  Schools  in  detail.   As  a  results  commendation  and  suggestions  were  made 
and  we  received  5  year  accreditation  for  both  schools.   Now  our  elementary  schools 
will  be  reviewed  by  the  State  Department  and  we  will  work  with  the  results  of  that 
evaluation  in  all  of  our  towns  during  the  spring  and  fall  of  '81. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  mention  our  recently  completed  tests  of  achieve- 
ment which  tells  us  where  our  schools  rate  in  relation  to  the  rest  of  the  country. 
The  average  score  nationally  is  at  the  50  percentile.   I  call  your  attention  to  our 
fourth  and  sixth  grade  scores  in  this  Unit  which  showed  we  again  rank  in  the  top 
quarter  of  schools  in  this  country.   Reading  was  8570  for  grade  4  and  887>  for  grade 
six.   Mathematics  was  85%  for  grade  4  and  877,  for  grade  six.   Isn't  this  really 
what  education  is  all  about?   If  our  schools,  our  teachers,  and  our  administrators 
are  doing  their  job  -  and  doing  it  well  our  students  will  be  well  prepared  and  can 
compete  nationally  with  anyone.   We  have  such  scores  and  our  schools  continue  to 
maintain  high  quality.  We  do  have  schools  we  can  be  proud  of  and  it  is  my  belief 
most  of  our  citizens  are  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  staff  educational  endeavors, 

David  Michaud,  Principal  of  the  Stratham  Memorial  School,  has  summarized  some 
of  his  thoughts.   He  says: 
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"Although  total  enrollment  at  the  Stratham  Memorial  School  has  remained  approxi- 
mately the  same,  a  surprising  increase  in  the  first  grade  registration  made  it 
necessary  to  create  an  additional  first  grade  classroom  for  the  1980-81  school  year. 
Some  renovations  of  the  building  were  necessary  to  create  this  additional  classroom, 
so  that  areas  previously  used  for  small  group  instruction,  speech  therapy,  counsel- 
ing, teacher  work  space,  etc.  were  eliminated  and  the  size  of  the  Library  was  re- 
duced. 

Students  continue  to  be  regrouped  for  instruction  in  grades  2  through  6,  to 
accommodate  instructional  levels  and  to  provide  additional  assistance  in  Reading 
and  in  Mathematics,  for  those  children  who  need  such  assistance.   Special  services 
for  students  have  expanded  this  year  with  the  addition  of  a  second  Title  I  tutor 
and  an  increase  in  the  time  for  both  tutors.  We  continue  to  offer  speech  therapy, 
occupational  therapy,  and  guidance  counseling  services  as  well  as  part  time  music 
and  physical  education  instruction.   This  year  we  are  pleased  to  have  added  a  part 
time  Art  teacher  to  round  out  our  curriculum. 

Continued  support  from  the  community  is  evident  and  helps  to  make  the  school 
a  positive  learning  environment  for  the  children.   Our  PTO  has  coordinated  a  library 
and  classroom  volunteer  program  and  has  also  assisted  financially  with  a  large 
number  of  projects.   Other  organizations  in  town  have  been  generous  in  contributing 
to  our  Sixth  Grade  Environmental  School  Program.   The  school  is  especially  appre- 
ciative of  the  assistance  given  by  the  Stratham  Unity  Club.   In  addition  to  provid- 
ing a  Sixth  Grade  Banquet  and  support  for  the  environmental  school  program,  the 
Unity  Club  recently  purchased  an  Apple  II  microcomputer.   The  computer  is  an 
exciting  tool  to  be  used  in  the  classroom  for  skills  reinforcement  and  for  instruc- 
tion in  computer  literacy. 

The  community  of  Stratham  can  be  proud  of  the  atmosphere  in  the  school  and  of 
the  excellent  instructional  programs.   Exceptionally  fine  results  in  the  National 
Standardized  Achievement  Tests  indicate  that  our  students  are  receiving  an  education 
which  is  consistently  above  grade  level  and  well  above  average  when  compared  with 
the  rest  of  the  nation." 

I  want  to  echo  again  David  Michaud's  last  paragraph.   We  want  to  continue  to 
provide  quality  education.   I  recognize  the  pressure  on  school  budgets,  and  the 
need  to  keep  taxes  at  a  reasonable  level.   Much  more  control  on  future  school  spend- 
ing and  deciding  priorities  will  have  to  be  exerted.   I  will  continue  to  work 
closely  with  the  school  board  and  interested  citizens  of  Stratham  so  we  can  plan  to- 
gether to  maintain  the  educational  standards  for  which  we  have  been  accustomed.

The  article  was  moved  and  seconded  and  passed  by  a 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  III:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Richard  wiggin  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$931,602.   it  was  seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  IV:   To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

No  action. 
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ARTICLE  V;    To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

Gerald  Batchelder  moved  that  the  School  Board  investi- 
gate the  feasibility  of  changing  the  heating  system  to  solar  and 
look  into  the  possible  means  of  funding  available  at  both  Federal 
and  state  levels.   The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:46  p.m.
